It. ran be ihnnvn into 
tho sen, where it can dn w liariu to any- 
one. We ctmnot .see why, with so ellee 
tual a way of disposing of the garbage of 
tho city, thyro need bo any question of 
dumpiu}; it anywhere olao. When it is in 
the sea it is diapersod and its deconipo.si- 
tion is not injurious. It is very diifercnt 
when it ia allowed to lie anywheri' 
on tho land or in the watera of 
the liarlior. Diiinpin^ it any\¥hero 
iu tlic oiit.skii-ts iif the city ia neoes.sarily a 
toin[iorary anaii^oiiieiit . The .•iccumula- 
tions nnisl i.i linn' liecuiie so :,'rcat and sn 
detriiiiculal tl:c lii-:illh nf the cmn 
nninity tli.il K.uiie ntla r luians of yetliii;;

'i'ho now lield.s are at a place known as 
Santa Clara, which lies in tho mountain 
range about fifty miles aoutljoast of Eiise 
naila. They can be |-eached either fioui 
tli;il, purl, by a trail ihroiigli tho momilains 
iir from .S;iii |)icgii, liy a Hall wliicli roceiit 
I ravel li.as ci iin'ert ed iiilii a priiiiiii\-e 

'l lie distance by tins mad from .San iJiego 
to till,' diggings is .about 140 miliiS, in a 
soul liesterly direction. It h.irdly need 
lie said that tho road is had. It is in 
places almost impassable for a loaded 
wagiiii. Thorc is little or no water t-o be 
fiiuiid nil the way. There is sliollor ;il 
Tia .liiaiia, mi tiie fnuitier line, at Cario, 
I'aiiciiis, Valh-citns, Jiiirro Valley and 
fical ibd Caslillo, at each of which plnccs 
I here is a bouse or two. The nights are 
bitterly cold and tho sun at mid-day is 
sijorching. At the mines thuro is a gen 
oral scarcity of everything. Clothing, 
fond and tools are in dunajid at IiIl;!! 
prices; nor is Ijiore niiicb jneseiit prn;; 
peot (if the dema'id being mipiiliod by 
.sliipiiieiits from lOnsenadii. It is prac- 
tically iinjiosHiblo l(j move lisavy freight 
over the trail. At latest datoa it is «up- 
posod that there woro 1,000 men at the 
diggings. 

"The last; ietter.", from the new El Dn- 
rado s.'iy that woi i; is cliielly eonci'm rated 
on two t;iilclies, the ,\iiierican timl Mexi- 
can. In t he Lit ter t here is said to be a 
goiiil (U^al of gold but, litt le water ; in tin. 
fornior, plenty of water but little gold. .So 
the miners are carrying the dirt fioni the 
Me.xican to tho American and wusliing it 
tliore. In tlie gravel of other gulclio.s and 
canyims gold has been extracted by tho 
pan. But for tlio moment tho Ainorican 
and tho Mexican are the favorites." 

From all accounts it does not appear 
that those diggings aro any richer than 
dozens of others about which an oxcitij- 
iiient has been raised and to which a rush 
lias been niaflo. Tho result, too, will bo 
about the H.uue luck to a few, but hard- 
ship and di.saiipointment to by far tlio 
g/entor number who wero tempted to 
leave steady work to seek their forfcnno in 
the now fields.

Tho oonimitteo on .standing ordora and 
private bills, presented a report, dealing 
with the petitions asking for certain 
amendment^ to tho Act of Inccu'porntion 
of tho City of Vancouver; an amendment 
to allow tho City of \'ictoria certain rights 
in referonco to atroet lines; and the iiicor- 
portitiun of tho lU'octon Point Athletic 
Club. Tho report contained cei't.-iiii 
roconnnondationa in regard to the petition 
of tho Brocton Point AtlUetic Club, which 
Mr. Speaker did not consider allowable. 
The report was accordingly referred back 
to the comniittoo for necessary amend- 
ment.

.Mr. I i iggina moved, seconded by Rlr. 
Duck, that in the opinion of this House it 
ia desii'.'iblo for the government to take 
stops, during tho rocoss, that will insure 
the extenaion of the Esipiiinalt-Naniiimo 
Railway to Home convenient point or bar- 
bor on tho northern part of Vancouver 
Island. 

I'lio hon. mover said, in introducing tho 
resolution, that he must e.xpress regret 
that there existed no deUnite basis or 
policy wherob)' the provnieial governmoiil 
could niidertakeor reconimend the con- 
struction of railways throughout the 
province, ill winch case a luotion of tlii.s 
eh.'U'i'.cter would bo entirely umieceaaar}'. 
If a governmental policy was deliiied, Hiiy 
that .?;i,'JOO a mile was oll'ered by the 
provincial guverniueiit and a like suiii by 
the Dominion goveriiiiioni , w ith thu addi- 
tion of a jmblic land grant of liberal 
dimensions, there would be no ilidiciilty 
oncountorod in forming c iiiip.uiies to 
build lines wherever there was a reason- 
able prospect of their proving jiaying 
invest iiieiita. Recurring to the i esi i hit ion, 
he a.'iiil t hat tho Island of N'aneoiiver was 
oOO miloa in longth. Already To iiiilea of 
road had been eonatructod anil was in 
running order. He assumed that the 
]>rosont "Island Railway" Company or 
tho Western Pacilic ( Bute 1 niet) Company 
Would build from NN'elliiigton to .Sey- 
mour Narrows. When this was 
done, there would remain but 
Kl.-i miles to bo built to reach 
the northern end of this island. The 
cost of this 105 miles would not exceed 
>::o,i')fK),000. The road would pass through 
an eNee|it ionally fertile and favorable 
country; surveys already made, li.'iving 
demonstrated that many thoiisand .'icri's ot 
arable land exist between Couiox .iiid the 
head oftheislalid, Kst iiuating tliu e.xt eilt 
of these lauds at (!0,000 acres, worth $J,50 
an acre, their sale for agricultural pur- 
po.Ri's would go a long waj's towards do- 
fraying the cost of Ihe work. lint when 
il, was l.iken into coii.siderat loll that vast 
deposits of forest, mineral and fossil 
v.ealth are liiiown to exist on the north- 
ern part of N'aneonver Island, and the 
high esteem in which these lands wore 
now held by capitalists, he thought it was 
safe to say the extension he proptised 
might be built for alternate bloeksi of laud 
on either side of the line. If a guarantee 
was preferred to a land gram, taking into 
consideration tho valuable lr;illie that 
would pass over the road, two per cent, 
on a eipit.'il sum of .S-'i.riOO.IIIW for twenty 
years should be Hullicielit to invito capitMal 
to t;ike the work in liaml. Ho did not 
think tho policy of giving a continuous 
urant of land along a line of railway should 
bo repeated. Ho favored the granting of 
alleriiate blocks of land, of s;iy 10,1""' 
acres. Thus the eompaiiy could not 
improve tlioir land, witlioiit iiiiproving 
the land reseiveil for the iiuhlie. \\'ould 
liiis line pay i The hon. member believed 
that . il would. By its conslruclion, Ihe 
imssogo between Victoria and .'vlaaka 
would bo shortened two and n-half days, 
and if the magiiilicent conception of the 
boll, president of 1 he e iiincil lo eat.'dilish 
a terry across tho .Siraits betuiieui ]H,cllcr 
Bay ;iiid Crescent Bay with I'ail coiiiinu- 
iiic.ilion with Portland wero carried out 
tho trip from Sitku to I'ortland would bo 
made in 3^ days. Tho effect of this con- 
atriiction would be to make ono of tho 
many snug harliors on the iioi'thern coaat 
of Vancouver lalaiid tho terminus of 
ocean travel on the North I'aeil'ic.

In coli- 
eluaiou, he asked the earnest and favor- 
able ennaiiloratioii of Ilia resolution by the 
nieinbera from both the mainland and tho 
Island. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. A lion empured if it was proposed 
to open up the railway to Cariboo'/ If 
HO, be would give his 8up|)ort to tho reao- 
lution. 

Mr. Iliggins said that he had tjikuii in- 
to consideration, and, in his remarks re- 
ferred to the Bute Inlet road, which was 
to taj) Cariboo. 

M r. Fry said that no resolution brought 
bofriro the House during tho present ses- 
sion had given as much .satisfaction as the 
one now being coiiaiderod. Without 
direct railway connection between tho 
north end of the Inland and the floulb, 
the Island could never bo opened up. 
Ho dwelt U]ion tho great importanco of 
the matter dealt with, and truHtod that it 
would bo supported without Hint aoctioiial 
feeling, which aometiines retarded tho 
progress of a country, although he was 
glad to say that it was noticeably absent 
from tile deliberations of tho British Co- 
Inmbiii lloiiao.
